"Washington, Jan- 9. — The war de- 


pstrtmerit \ha4 received the following 
from General Otis as Manilla: "Ba.tea 
pursuing enemy in south with vigpr- 
Schwan's column, moving along shore 
Laguna do Bay, struck 800 ittsumc-tfls 
under General Noriel at Binen, 6th 
.inst, and drove them, westward on 
.Bllang.' Captured place, from which 
point cavalry pushed through to In- 
dang. Sclvwan. captured three of Nori- 
el's six pieces of artillery, and will 
take remainder. Also his transporta- 
tion, with records and large quantity 
of ammunition. Two battalions of the 
Twenty-eighth, part of "Wheaton's col- 
umn, struck enemy near Imus, killing 
and wounding 140. Birkheimer, with 
battalion o£ Twenty-eighth, struck en- 
emy entrenched west of Bacoor; en- 
emy left on field 65 in dead, 40 wound- 
ed and 32 rifles. Our loss thus far con- 
sists of Lieutenant Cheney, Fourth in- 
fantry, four enlisted men killed, 24 en- 
listed men. wounded. Expected that 
Schwan's troops will cut off retreat at 
enemy's Cavite army. "Wheaton moved 
on Das Marinas. Boyd. with Thirty- 
seventh infantry, moved east from 
Los Banos, surrounded the troops of 
General Risal at daylight and captur- 
ing Risal and considerable property. It 
is" expected that Cavite aad Betangus 
provinces will be cleared up soon."

A wbunded officer sends a long letter 
o his mother from IMetermarltzburg 
hospital. In South Africa, describing 
his experiences at the battle of Eland- 
slaagte, says tbe Birmingham Post. "It 
van," he says, "a splendid feat of arms, 
tud 1 am most awfully proud of my 
regiment, for we bore the brunt of the 
day. We had a tremendously hard time 
of it and were under tire for two and a 
iaif hours, considerably longer than 
nny other corps. But the cost was aw- 
ful! \Ve had only ten officers in action, 
and live of them were wounded, and. of 
320 men we had 11 killed and 33 wound- 
ed; two have since died of their 
wounds 
The Gordons lost even more 


severely. The reasons for this were, in 
my opinion, as follows: First, their 
dark kilts were much core visible than 
our khakis and consequently formed a 
setter target; second, there were more 
of them. The Gordons all say that 
Dargai was tbe merest child's play 
compared to this. 


"To return to my own doings, i lay 


where I fell for about three-quarters of 
an hour, when a doctor came aud put a 
field dressing on iny wound, gave me 
some brandy, put tcy helmet under my 
head as a pillow, covered me with a 
Boer biauket which he had taken from 
a dead man and then went to look aft- 
er some other poor beggar. I shall nev- 
er forget the horrors of that night as 
long as I live. In addition 10 the agony 
which my wound gave IMC, 1 had two 
sharp stones running into iny back. I 
was soaked to tbe skin and bitterly 
cold, but bad an awful thirst. The 
torrents of rain never stopped. On one 
side of me was a Gordon bigblander in 
a raving delirium and on the other a 
Boer who bad had his leg shattered by 
a shell and who gave vent to the most 
heartrending cries and groans. War is 
a funny game, mother, and no one can 
realize what its grim horrors are. like 
till be sees it in ail its barbarous real- 


'I Iny In the rnia ths whole of tbe 


night and at daybreak --ns put Into a 
doolie by u doctor, and some natives 
carried me down to the station. Tbe 
ground was awfully rough, and they 
dropped me twice, 
i fainted both 


times. 1 was sent down to Ladysmith 
in the hospirn! train. From the station 


.TiS conveyed to the chnpel (officers' 


hospital! in a bullock cart, the jolting 
»f which made me f.iint again. I was 
tbe last officer taken in. 1 was then 
put to bed. and my wound was dressed 
just 17 hours after I was u!t. Tbcy 
then gave me beef tea, which was Jim 
first food I had bad for 27 hours. The 
doctors all said at first that I had been 
hit by a shell, but that is impossible, 
for the enemy only had two guns, and 
we had taken them both when I was 
hit. So the doctors now say that it 
must have been a very heavy explosive 
bullet, and, as an elephant gun was 
found close to .where I was. hit. I ex- 
pect they are right. It has made a bi£. 
jagged hole in ray shoulder which j-ou 
could put your hand into. It has blown 
some of the muscles away, so I am 
afraid I shall always be a bit stiff. 
They say it will take another ten 
weeks before I am fit for duty, aud I 
nm very much afraid that muia or th« 
fiprhting: will be over by that time, in 
spite of the present critical condition 
of affairs." _

One IK Planned to Afford Exceptional 


Facilities For Ile»earcu. 


Consul Fee, at Bombay, has reported 


to the state department at Washing- 
ton the result of the conference at 
Simla on a plan for a research insti- 
tute. Its recommendations will he en- 
acted Sato laws. 
The institute is 


is to be named the Indian Dniver 
slty of Research, says the New York 
Times. The plan was originated by a 
wealthy and public spirited citizen of 
Bombay earned Tata. Mr. Fee writes: 


"It. will be unlike nil other universi- 


ties of India, in that .It will neither be 
an examining body nor bestow degrees, 
but will grant fellowship to distin- 
guished students and graduates and 
afford them facilities for research and 
Investigation in the broadest sense pos- 
sible. It will have a university court, 
consisting of a chancellor, a vice chan 
cellor, one member to represent tlic su- 
preme government of India, one to rep- 
resent each of the ci.^ht local govern- 
ments, one for each of the five existing- 
Indian universities, one to represent 
Mr. Tata and one to be added for any 
benefactor who may subscribe not less 
than 15,000 rupees. 


"It is recommended , that this new 


university co-operate with existing in- 
stitutions by giving assistance to orig- 
inal 
scientific 
research where this 


work is now in any way hampered or 
curtailed. The conception of this insti- 
tution Is as broad as its ultimate de- 
velopment will be vast. It will give a 
livelier tone to higher education in In- 
dia and be a noble monument to its 
founders and promoters."

PACKING AMERICAN SARDINES- 


How an Interesting: and Important In- 


dustry Is 
Conducted. 


The packing of small herrings, or, 


as they are often called, "American 
sardines," is an important industry in 
Maine. In that state there are fifty 
factories, -which give employment to 
a large number of hands during four 
or five months of the year. The an- 
nual output is estimated tc be c£ as 
average value of $3,000,000, and about 
half this amount finds its way into 
the pockets of the factory employes in 
the form of wages. The fish are caught 
in seines scattered all along the coast 
for a distance o£ about a hundred 
miles. After the fish are taken in sail- 
boats to the factories they are thrown 
into strong brine, where they remain 
for some time. They are then laid on 
iron crates and conveyed to an im- 
mense oven, where the crates are laid 
on revolving shelves. 
After twenty 


minutes' cooking the fish are ready for 
packing. 
There are two methods ot 


packing, one in oil, the other in mus- 
tard. 
The ground mustard is mixed 


with vinegar; for si! packiag-cotton- 
seed oil is used. About a gill of oil 
is put into a can, and then the baked 
fish from the ovens are carefully 
packed into it and the cover snapped 
on. The pans then go to the sealer, 
who sits in front of a little furuaee 
in which his soldering iron is plunged. 
Seizing the can, he runs the heated 
iron arOund the cover, holding the sol- 
der just in front of it, and seals the 
can so rapidly that the eye can hardly 
follow his movements. The sealed 
cans are thrown into a hatht of boiling, 
water, in which they remain for two 
hours. If any of them leak, the tops 
will bulge out, and these go back to 
be resealed. 
After the cans are 


cleaned with sawdust they are.packed 
into cases and put on the market as 
genuine American : sardines In pur* 
olive oil.

The clothing usually worn by 
the Chinese is of the purest silk, and 
costs anywhere from ?100 to $250 a 
suit As a nation the Chinese object 
to wearing clothing of any other kind, 
and centuries of experiment have 
taught them how best to make up the 
costly caterpillar thread into the most 
durable form. 
On this account the 


Chinese dress, though of purer mate- 
rial, has none oj the sheen usually 
associated with silk, a 
peculiarity 


which has resulted in the erroneous 
ideas as to their composition. All .the 
garments are made in China, and are 
only exported for the personal use of 
Celestials in foreign countries. Owing 
to their cost, however, they are only 
purchased at long intervals, each gar- 
ment being of so durable a character 
that they are handed down to the third 
and even the fourth generation. Wear 
appears to rather improve them than 
otherwise, with the result that the coat 
of the father or grandfather often has 
more intrinsic value than the newer 
and less worn articles. Another ar- 
ticle peculiar to the Chinese is the felt 
slippers they invariably wear. These 
are of peculiar shape, and are also 
imported from the native country, 
where the method of treating felt until 
it almost rivals leather for wear is 
kept a close sscret.

In the line of refrigeration on the 


rail, the newest and' cleverest Inven- 
tion is a car that ty the motion of its 
own wheels, coiopresses ammonia gas 
to a liquid, which, in expanding again 
through pipes, produces the cold re- 
quired to preserve the perishable prod- 
ucts transported in the vehicle. "What 
the newly-discovered liquid air may 
accomplish in the branch of enterprise 
here discussed, no .man 
can 
say, 


though astonishing things are predict- 
ed for it, but already cold in this in- 
tensely concentrated form is on the 
market and may be bought by the gal- 
lon. Very possibly, in the near future 
carts may go from door to door in 
cities with cans of cold—i. e., liquid 
air put up in suitable tins—depositing 
full receptacles each morning for the 
day's supply, and taking away the 
"empties." A little o£ the stuff in the 
family refrigerator will keep the pro- 
visions sweet, while what remains may 
he utilized for cooling the air of the 
house, a spoonful being deposited here 
and there in a saucer. An inventor has 
recently devised a scheme for sprink- 
ling a town with the help of balloons, 
which carry up into the air long hose- 
pipes connected with fire-plugs on the 
ground. This is for the purpose of 
engendering coolness; and the same 
object is sought, by another genius, 
who proposes to erect in various parts 
of the city very tall skeleton towers, to 
the tops o£ which large bombs filled 
with 
carbonic acid, 
will 
be run 


up for explosion by an electric spark. 
Of course, the carbonic acid, expanding 
in the form o£ vapor, will chill the 
surrounding atmosphere, thus giving 
relief to the heat-oppressed community 
below. An idea that is even now used 
in many factories to cool ths air in the 
buildings is to throw a sprav of cold 
water into a room until the air is 
supersaturated, and then to force the 
air thus cooled through 
the 
outer 


rooms.—Boston Transcript.

THE THEATER IN JAPAN. 


Tlio Best riaco to Go to Study 
the 


>"atlv«s- 


The theaters arc the very places to 


study the Japanese, says a Tokio cor- 
respondent of the Baltimore Sun. In 
many theaters the entire house is di- 
vided by rails into square pens four 
by tour feet, intended lor four Japa- 
nese. but often containing half a dozen. 
The men ami women are barefoot, walk 
the narrow dividing rails to reach their 
reserved "seats." The patrons kneel 
within these square pens, or, when 
there are no pens, they squat upon the 
floor in little circular groups and 
emokt. «ai, ilrink, fan themselves and 
chatter. Many come in and go out at 
random; children run to and fro. 
Frequently the spectators bring lunch- 
eon and pass the day within the the- 
ater, ll'e play continuing uninterrupt- 
edly. The stage, which in some the- 
aters revolves to change scenes, has 
two detached projections three feet 
•wide, extending among the audience. 
Upoii these projections the performers 
run, 
reciting and acting. Their acting 


Js sufficiently curious. A villain slain 
•walks off the stage, a Jap mops with a 
dirty cloth the chief actor's face while 
he Is spsaklng. The prompter, dressed 
all in black (gown, hood and girdle), 
will follow the actor all around the 
stage. Other persons, also in black, 
run to and fro across the stage. Those 
costumed in black are supposed to be 
invisible. Stage carpenters and help- 
ers often stand upon the stage and 
gaze and laugh at the actors, and so 
on.
